1. Claims 1-12, drawn to a pressure vessel, classified in class 220, subclass 581. 
U. Claims 13-52, drawn to an alkaline cell, classified in class 429, subclass 72. 
IIL Claims 53-79, drawn to a method of closing an outer housing, classified in class 
29, subclass 623.2. 

The inventions are distinct, each firom the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and U are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utiUty by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the pressvu-e vessel does not include a cell or gas fi-om an alkaline cell. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a pressure vessel.
